It is believ ed that three-fourths of 
the accidental fires are caused by de­ 
fectiv e fiues and chimneys. 
Now 
that cold weather is approaching a 
few words of adv ice on the subject \y 
a well known contractor timely: 
“ It is a well known fact, prov en by 
statistics, that 
more than 
three- 
fourths of the accidental fires may be 
traced to defectiv e flues. 
In many 
instances this defect is due to imper­ 
fect construction, which should he 
guarded against first of all. 
In the 
building of many homes this matter 
attracts but little attention and the 
chimneys are made from the frag­ 
ments of bricks left from other work, 
especially the lower part of the chim- 
nsy and too often are without suf­ 
ficient mortar. 
In this way a crack 
is left 
that leads to a 
destruc­ 
tiv e 
conflagration 
in 
the 
fu­ 
ture and tbe owner is puzzled to know 
how the fire could hav e started. 
At 
this time the danger is espeoiaiiy 
great, as the ohimneys hav e been un­ 
used during the summer and trash 
enough has gathered in many of them 
to run a blast furnace. 
When the fire 
Is started this stuff all burns out, and 
if tbe chimney is not perfeot a warm 
season ensues for the proprietor and 
tbe near nighbors. 
A little care be- 
lcre starting the first fire would av oid 
all this, and ev ery man owes it to his 
neighbors as well as to himself to see 
that care is taken. If the owner of 
the defectiv e flue were the only one to 
suffer from it the lesson of a fire might 
be learned to adv antage; but no man 
has a right to endanger his neighbor’s 
property by his own criminal careless­ 
ness, and ev eryone should make it his 
immediate business to see that bis 
flues are safe for the winter.”
